date of the enactment as Of one 
year from the date. It had been 
for two years. The vote was 388 
yes, 5 no, and 49 not voting-.

Two More Resfaurant 


Robberies in

SACRAMENTO 一 Two more 
Chinese restaurants， the Hong 
Kong Cafe and the Ming Yuen， 
have become the latest targets of 
youthful Chinese robbers. 

Local police believe that the 
three youths who held up the two 
restaurants September 9 may have 
been the same trio who robbed 
and shot the assistant manager of 
the China Camp restaurant July 
19 ( 卫 /W 8120175)、 

According to police, a car used 
in the September 9 robberies was 
found 8a short time later aban- 
doned in the 1900 block of 13th 
Street. It had been reported stolen 
jn San Francisco. Police used a 
Special assault team to search a 
house near the car for suspects 
mbut found none. 

The Hong Kong Cafe at 501 
Broadway was robbed of approxi- 
mately $50，according to Hon 
Wong，son of the owner. He de-

scribed the robbers as being in 
their late teens 一 two of them 
were thin and one was fat，with 
the latter displaying a revolver， 

Some 25 minutes later, a trio of 
simijlar descriptions robbed Joe 
Yee，imanager at the Ming Yuen 
及 estaurant, 1180 35th Avenue, of 
an Undetermined amount of mon- 
ey. Two patrons were also robbed 
of their wallets containing a total 
of $40. 

Yee thought the robbers might 
be in their early 20s. 


The China Camp restaurant rob- 
bery July 19 is a case for which 
the Sacramento Bee newspaper's 
Secret Witness program is offering 
a $3,000 reward for information 
leading to the arrest and convic- 
tion of the robbers ( 卫 /W 9/10/ 
75). Three Chinese youths took 
about $40 and one of them shot 
the China Camp assistant manager， 
who is now recovering. 


Peking Releases 
144 Talpel Agents 


HONG KONG Peking 
announced September 22 that the 
8government had released 144 raiders 
from Taiwan who were captured 
between 1962 and 1965. 

The announcement 


said those 


released included 95 agents and 49 


crew Imembers of vessels that bad 
carried them. Among those released 
were two Japanese and two 9South 
Koreans captured in 1963 when they 
worked as crew members. 

Peking said that all those freed 
would _ be、，8given the rights of 
citizenship, and jobs would be found 


for them, but it added that those who 
wished to return to Taiwan would be 
permitted to do so. 

Last spring, ten former Nationalist 
Prisoners，jfreed after 26 years of 
imprisonment，came to Hong Kong 
hoping to rejoin their relatives in 
Taiwan. But Taipei authorities have 
not permitted any of them to enter,

The Board of Supervisors is con- 
sideringaPublic Works request for 
more money for more containers. 
The budget is thin，so Public 
Works proposes to _ finance the 
containers through advertisements 
on the outside of the receptacle. 
This doesn't sit too well with en- 
Vironmental groups and most 
Board members. Theres only a 
slim chance for passage of that ap- 
Propriation. 


PARKING 
Restricted parking on certain 
streets at set times is working well 
in the Richmond District, accord- 


jing to Lee. Plans are afoot to ex- 


tend the program to South of Mar- 
ket and the financial district. Such 
a plan would be impractical in 
Chinatown at this_ time，he says. 
“You have to have spaces for peo- 
ple to park，"Lee exclaims. China- 
town is too congested and busy 
24 hours a day. “We do spend 
more time in Chinatown street 
cleaning than in almost any other 
area.

REMAINS 


Three years a8g0 East/West featured a lengthy article drawing 
attention to the problem of filth in Chinatown. We remember that at 
the time many community residents voiced their indignation and 
ofifered suggestions to City departments concerned. City officials were 
also sympathetic to _ the complaints and promised action afid 
improvement. 

Now, years have gone by. The problem remains. 

What frustrates Chinatown residents is the fact that this is not a new 
Problem. Any city official who comes:to Chinatown to dine and wine 
must see the situation. And yet, the eye-sore continues. 

What further frustrates the reslidents is that there are So many 
organizations and 'leaders'，together with their many .political and 
cultural events, that they cannot even start and sustain a Simple clean- 
up campaign. The community has been asked to contribute to many 
fund-raising projects，from buying airplanes to building schools in 
China，but no one has passed the hat around to buy some trash 
receptacles for their own hometown. Even today，organizations and 
commnunity leaders are glad and willing to spend money and energy on 
concerns outside of the community rather than within. No wonder these 
garbage and other sanitary problems remain unsolved.

The pririce of such enormous concessions by 
Taiwan to Moscow: modern weapons. Taiwan fears that the U.S. 
courtship of Peking will mean a steadqy erosion of their arsenal, already 
under tight American control in order to prevent Taipei getting any 
notions about a duick return to the mainland, Soviet missiles, in par- 
ticular, would be highly appreciated by the Taipei government.

However，while Peking may have beenm disappointed by the loss of 
momentum in its relations with Washington， the reported comments

undisputed leader of the Third World . 

Indications are that these commments were leaked to Peking by com- 
munist Sympathizers，according to the London Daily Telegraph,， and 
while China may regard this as a Soviet ploy to antagonize Peking the 
Feported 有 Kissinger comments appear to square with current Washing- 
ton attitudes. 

President Ford, of course,， may not necessarily agree and a visit by 
the American President either in the autumn or spring of next year 
would provide a convenient opportunity to clarify official policy 
towards China. 

Mr. Ford is sufficiently experiencedto make his own foreign policy 
Pronouncements without the help of Dr，、Kissinger even if he is un- 
likely to go further than uttering a few generalized platitudes. 

China in the meanwhile can content itself by repeating its conten- 
tion that 直 is not seeking hegemony anywhere but that its Views are 


nonetheless listened to with respect by nations in the Asia-Pacific and 


Indo-Tibetan areas and with interest by many countries elsewhere.

Thais Reject 
Chinese Oil 
As Too WaXxy 


BANGKEOK 一 Serious production 
problems have been discoyered in 
connection with the crude oil sampble 
from China and the Thai govern- 
ment has suUspended all barter deals 
involving the Chinese oil last week， 
according to a New York Times re- 
Port. 

Oil technicians here have dis- 
covered that while the Chinese crude 


has a yery low sulfur content and 


hence is very valuable for use in high 
Pollution areas，it also has a very 
high wax content that makes pro- 
cessing almost impossible in refin- 
eries not eqtipped to handle 让. 

“If they can find some country 
like Japan that needs low sulfur oil 
because of its_ pollution problems 
and is equipped to cope with the 
wax problem,”said one Thai of- 
ficer,“China could make a foftune 
out of this.” 

“But for most of the .countries im 
this region at least, it may well leave 
them out in the cold,”he added .

In Hawaii, au- 
thorities must help both the Chi- 
nese and Filipinao minorities，In 
New Mexico，authorities will be 
obljliged to assist the American In- 
dians and those who speak Span- 
ish.

Other Language and Related Notes 

To end this topic of bilingualism without adding a host of other 
comments about language in the PRC would indeed leave the reader 
without a sense of totality that the topic deserves. The comments 
that follow are not in any Order of importance. They are related 
simply to convey some of the impressions that this writer has ab- 
sorbed. 

To the question of preserving a local Chinese dialect like Cantonese 
simply for the sake of -preserving a_ culture, only one institution felt 
that local dialects would eventually die out. Before that was to hap- 
pen,though, some of the better elements of every dialect would some- 
how be incorporated into PTH. All other ipstitutions，however，felt 
that local dialects would somehow survive;i that the learning of PTH 
is just to _ learn another dialect by which all China's people could com- 
municate to each other. Translated into policy，this means that no- 
thing is:going to be done for the local dialects, nor is anything going 
to be done against them. 也 xceptions to this policy are practical con- 
siderations, e.g:，(1) Han persons in minority areas learning the minor- 
ity languages So that they could be more effective with the local peo- 
ple，(2) some minority persons gaining literacy in their own native 
lafiguages first before attempting to learn PTH, and (3) local broad- 
casts Sometimes broadcasting in the local dialects so _ that the older 
non-PTH speakers would understand the news. 

Some readers- may be disturbed that China does not seem to be 
making much effort towards preserving local dialects and minority 
ljanguages. This view is distorted，however,，as China is placing geat 
ermphasis on multicultural education. Minorities, for example, are rou- 
tinely and Unobtrusively a part of China. Their deeds are reported 
prominently in magazines，books，and newspapers. A simple count 
and content analysis of the daily Hsinhua News Bulletins reveals that 
articles about various minority groups number about three a day out 
of fifteen domestic articles (twenty per cent average). Percentagewise， 
compared to _ most U.S. newspapers，China's minorities are given 3 
fairer share of the news space. This statement，of course，excludes 
crime and social problems of minorities，which U.S. news seems to

And al 
diplomats must submit a 48-hour 
advanced request in so _ doing. But

Afterwards they usually 
went to Spblendids on Stockton 
Street for milkshakes and banana 
splits or to Tops (on Stockton and 
Pacific) for hamburgers and juke 
box music. 


During high school, the club dis- 
persed. Half of them ifemained to 
form the Plebes Club.
